The b ank rate of in­ 
terest at the same time was only a 
trifle ab ove 6 per cent. 
Practically 
all m erchants wou ld b e delighted to 
go over to a cash b asis. 
The remedy lies In the produ ction

grain with their attendant high freight 
rates and dealers’ profits.

From time to time the question 
storage battery location has croppe« 
up as one of the most persistent prob 
lems that the chassis designer Is com­ 
pelled to face. The public has demand­ 
ed free running hoards, and for this 
reason there has been a decided drop 
in the number of batteries carried on 
them ; simultaneously the under-the- 
seat method has grown in prominence. 
Battery service stations have found, 
however, that the heat of the engine 
lias a marked effect on batteries car­ 
ried under the seats in the front com­ 
partment. If any one has bad occasion 
to touch the tools under the « eat in 
the course of a run on a hot day he 
undoubtedly has been surprised to find 
the amount of heat absorbed bv them.

'"pilE dog team race to Nome was a 
A front page story while It lasted. 
And no wonder! 
If heroism in war 
time is worthy of medals and honors, 
surely brav ery and endurance, shown 
in efforts to sav e life instead of to de­ 
stroy it, are equally deserv ing. 
The 
story is theatrical enough for a mov ie 
plot or a best seller. 
Nome, one of the farthest North of 
human settlements, is cut off from the 
world for six months of the year. 
A 
little town of a thousand people, of 
which three hundred are Esquimaux 
and two hundred children, it has only 
one physician, 4n\ Curtis Welch, of the 
United States public health serv ice. 
Shortly after the close of nav iga­ 
tion and fallowing the arriv al of the 
last ship from the South, a number 
of cases of “ sore throat” appeared 
among the nativ es and the white chil­ 
dren. 
The Infection 
was probably 
brought by some sailor. 
About the middle of January, an 
unmistakable case of diphtheria de­ 
v eloped in an Esquimau child. 
Dr. 
Welch at o n -e sto p p ed public gather­ 
ings, quarantined all suspicious cases 
and gav e those already Infected all 
die antitoxin on hand. 
But there was 
not enough. 
A supply was ordered by 
wireless from Seattle. 
But steamer 
and railroad could only bring it to 
Anchorage, 050 miles away. 
By this time, there bad been fiv e 
deaths, 22 plain cases, 30 suspected 
cases, and 50 more exposed. 
Ov er 100 
out of 3,000 or one person out of ev ery 
ten in the town, was affected. 
Nome 
must hav e antitoxin or be wiped out. 
Antitoxin is the only remedy man 
has ev er discov ered that will control 
diphtheria. 
Indiv idual cases may re­ 
cov er under other treatment or no 
treatment nt all. 
But the only thing 
that will 
stop an epidemic is anti­ 
toxin. 
Railroads and steamships were of no 
use. 
Airplanes were unav ailable. 
So 
man fell back on Ids best friend, the 
dog. 
Ov er 650 miles of frozen waste, 
in relays of dog teams and driv ers, 
fighting ev ery foot of the way against 
Arctic blizzard and deadly cold, went 
the life-sav ing serum.

Will Seek Amend ment 
to Co mp ensa tio n Act 


Declaring that the provision of the 
adjusted compensation act is unjust 
which requires a wife,child or parent 
of a deceased veteran to show depen­ 
dency at the time of the veteran’s 
death in order to collect the compen­ 
sation in case the soldier had not filed 
application for insurance, officials of 
the Wisconsin department of the Amer­ 
ican Legion will launch a campaign to 
have the law amended. 
Under the present law, if a veteran 
dies before filing a claim for insur­ 
ance, only a wife, child or parent can 
collect in the order named and the 
claimants are required to show that 
they were dependent upon the veteran 
at the time of lus death. 
Efforts will 
be made to have the law changed so 
that the three classes of claimants can 
collect regardless of dependency .
